•boat it, but he has very few doubts. 
The directory, which will meet t<^or- 
row, will doabtless wrestle wiwthe 
subject, and it is not at all improbable, 
many think, that it will repeal the Sun- 
day closing rule, which is at present 
operative, and pass a rale nrovioing for 
Sunday opening. But, unless the com- 
mission passes upon the rule. President 
Higinbotham will hardly give an order 
to open the gates. If the commission 
remains in session over the diiy, the 
action of the directory, should it be for 
Sunday opening, will come before it, 
aud will, it is thought, be indorsed. 

The six months' conii>etition between 
ftaaous milk-producing breeds of cows 
began at the dairy building yesterday.

Records will be kept of the 
batter produced by each cow and the 
results of the teat made known after 
tha fair.

New York, May 12.— The question of 
opening the Indian lands to settlement 
promises to have a national agitation. 
At the Waldorf hotel the Indian Land 
Adjustment league was formed by ar 
entnosiastio meeting of ref ormera. 

Miss Emma C. Sickels, chairman ol 
the Indian congress at the world's faii 
was elected president, and lliniliani 
Everett Hicka of New York city secre- 
tary. 

Miss Siclcels is known as the "Heroine 
of Pine Ridge," because of her courage- 
ous participation in the Wotmded Knee 
outbreak. Mr. Hicks was secretary ol 
the iaterBatioml.land congress in Pari.'' 
during the azpotitidn. Letters of en 
courasament were read from Rev. 
John Hall, D. D., Henry George and 
others. 

In opening the meeting KDss Sicked 
said that sfis knew tha Kptlmeut on 
the land question among 80 tribes ai t 
that th^ gennine Indians are against 
l^otment in tfeveralty. Any seemi.ip 
comidiailoe T>n their part, she declared, 
is due to misrepresentation or coercion. 

Two events of great imi)ortAnce t< 
the Indian race, she said, are about '< 
happen. One, the caning of th^ Cher 
okee strip: the other, the appointment 
of a coiuinission to negotiote for the 
lands of the Cherokees, Cliof-tiiws 
Cliickf.iiawB, Creeks and Seuiinolc^. 
Mifts Hiekels said that the commission 
should be compoiied of unbiaaed men 
who are not wedded to severalty or any 
other plan but can view the situation 
with candor. Mr. Hicks said that every 
land openinfT is a saturnalia of vice and 
crime and a riot of land grabbers in 
whicli the interests of the real hoiuj- 
seekers are lost. 

"The only way to solve the Inilian 
land problem." he said, "is to have the 
lands piotteu by a government commis 
sion and di.'^poeed of by leases bjiswl ou 
the rental value of the land. The Cher- 
okee strip to be opened a few weeks 
hence is to be 'Oklahomaized' or scram- 
bled for. but we hope to change future 
openings into an orderly selection of 
sites. It is sufficient condemnation of 
the severalty plan that every land grah 
ber is heartily in favor of it and that 
the opposition to any change in the sev 
eralty scheme may be traced to an im 
mense ring of speculators."

biiprema C»a#t DaeUlon of Intereat to 
K«W»pap<*r Pabliahrra. 

Washixotom, May t).— Among the 
cases disposed of yesterday in the su- 
preme court of the United States, a 
record by the way seldom e(iualle<l in 
the history of the C(mrt, e.icept ov, the 
last ilays of a term, was one in which 
newspaper publishers were esnecially 
interested. It was the case of the Met- 
'opolitan National i>ank of New York 
»«. the St. Louis Dispatch company 
*nd Henry L. Sutton, trustee, appealed 
by plaintilTp from the circuit court for 
the eastern district of Missouri. In- 
volved in the case was the (juestion 
whether or not a certificate of member- 
ship in the Western Associated Press 
was so far within the restrictions of a 
mortgage that it remained subject 
thereto til the debt which it was given 
to secure had been discharged. The 
court did not Iind it necessary in ex- 

Elicit words to pass npon this point, 
nt disposed of tha oaaa on dilxerent 
grounds. 

A note for |15,000 was given by the 

St. Louis Dispatch oompimy, June 1. 
1877, to run 30 months, which passed 
into the possession of the Metropolitan 
National bank. To secure its payment 
a mortgage was given, covering all the 
property and francltises of the Dispatch 
company present or to be acnuired 
during the life of the note, including a 
certificate of membership in the West- 
ern Associated Press. Before the note 
bepame due, the property of the Dis- 
patch wae sold ander a second mort- 
gage, consolidated with The Post and 
tmblished oa The Poat-Dispatch by the 
iMspRtch Publishing oompMny until the 
date when the $16,000 note became due, 
the Dispatch Pablishlng company paid 
the interest, bat refused to pay th ' 
principal of the note at maturity Dec 
1. 1879. 

The bank did not file its bill of com- 
plaint until July 1, i8S7. It then asked 
that the property acquired by the suc- 
cessor to the Dispatch company, in- 
cluding the new certificate of member- 
ship of Western Associated Press, be 
held subject to the lien of its mortgage, 
but the court below sostatned a de- 
murrer to the bill and ordered its dis- 
missal. 

The supreme court, in an cpinion 
pieponid by Chief Jostioe FaUer, af- 
firmed this Jadgment of the circuit 
court oa the ground of laches on the 

Bart of the national bank complainant. 
•iscuBsing the press franchise branch 
of the case, the chief justice said: "Ap- 
parently the assoeiation had the right 
to accord or deny the privilege of mem- 
bership aa it saw fit, and whether its 
action in tbo admission of the new cor- 
poration to membership was wholly 
independent of certificate No. 88 (the 
one held by the old Dispatch company 
and covered by the mortgage at issue), 
or based upon the substitution of one 
share for the other, it would seem to 
follow npon the assumption that a 
membership could be pledge<l or mort- 
gaged without its consent; that the as- 
sociation was directly interested in the 
contention raised by the complainant 
in respect of that action, and tnat the 
circuit court was right in holding that 
the question ought not be determined 
in the absence of the association as a 
party."

The weather and crop bulletin of the 
Kentucky Weather Service for the past 
week ie aa follows : 

The average weather conditions of the 
.State for the past week show a slight im- 
[irovcincnt oVcr those reported for the 
two preceding weelcs, though they were 
far from being all that might be desired. 
Tite week was chanicterized hy an ab- 
normally low temperature, but little 
sunshine and a generally excessive rain- 
fall. The latter came in tbe form of 
heavy showenf and was somewhat un- 
evenly diftrlbifted, the greatest being in 
tlie western and aouthiBm eountiea. The 
average fall for the State was IJOlnehes. 
The protracted period of rainy weather 
without sunshine is exerting a detri- 
mental inflnence aponttostfarminginter- 
est«. For nearly .m month it has been 
impruclicMulc! to do much plowing on ac- 
count of the wei soiL 

Farmers are greatly behindhand with 
their work, especially the plowing for 
aud seeding of corn, much of whicli yet 
remains to be done. That portion of the 
crop in the ground is not germinating 
well, and is coming uj) jioorly. A great 
deal of the corn ground will have to be 
replanted, particolarly the bottom lands, 
which the Iicavy rains have overflowed. 
Complaint of cutworms is made from 
several of the soathem oonntiee of t^e 
State. The crop is in generally better 
condition in the northern and eastern 
counties than in other sections, but, 
taken ns a whole, the prospects for it are 
not very brigiit at present. Small grains 
of all kinds continue to improve, and 
their condition is all that could be de- 
sired. The growth is perhaps a little too 
rank in places, but apart from this, no 
fault can be found. Meadows and grasses 
of all kinds are also reported to be Ita the 
best condition. 

Tobacco plants are as a rule in good 
condition, though rather too small to set 
out as yet. Rei)i>rt3 from a few points 
indicate that they have suffered sQme in- 
jury from the damp, cool weather, but it 
is thought that favorable oonilition* will 
quickly restore them. In some places in 
I the southern and western counties the 
plants arc ready to .set, but the ground 
can not be jirepared for tliem until it 
dries out. .'^ome few were set out in 
Warren County during the week. The 
indication.s are that the acreage will be 
unusualiy large this season. 

There is general complaint that gar- 
dens are not doing well. Th6y are mak- 
ing but little progress, and refiorts that 
potatoes are rotting continue to be re- 
ceived. Strawberries have fully devel- 
oped, but from lack of sunshine are not 
ripening. The indications point to a 
large but late crop. 

I'espile tlie damag(> rt poitc l from re- 
cent frosts, it is believed that, taking the 
State as a whole, the fruit crop will be 
at least up to the average. From some 
localities there are rejjorts of the almost 
total ruin of all kinds, and in others only 
particular sorts appear to have suffered. 
The correspondent in Boyle County states 
that there will be jjlenty of peaches 
there, but that the apples have been 
completely killed.' Reports of a similar 
character have been received from a few 
other places, but the general tenor of in- 
formation from all parts of the State is 
decidedly favorable. 

The general outlook ia far from discour- 
aging. It is troa that dMrf mental weethe r 
conilitions have prevented the rlevelop- 
mentof growing crops, butexcept the pos- 
sible injury to corn, there is no set-back 
from which they will not recover with 
favorable weather conditions. The weath- 
er prospect at the date of this report is 
for fair and slightly warmer, with light 
showers iu the eastern and central parts.

The charter for cities of the fifth class

It was announced that the fourth class 
city charter bill will reacli the House to- 
day for final consideration.

The Hissem bill for the prevention of 
pools and pool selling received a second 
readiog over the objections of Messrs. 
Rpberts and Kremer, who urged that the 
passage of the bill would interfere with 
rights to jiroporty already invMtad in 
the prohibited business. 

Mr. Mathers, from the Charitable In- 
stitutions Committee, reported a joint 
resolution, based upon a letter from Dr. 
Stewart, Snperintendent of the Feeble 
Minded Institute, convcyinji some infor- 
mation relative to pupils who have been 
inmatei thereof for more than twelve 
years. The resolution recited that there 
are now thirty such inmates whose stay 
has lasted from twelve to twenty-eight 
years, who are not capable of mental im- 
provement, and whose per capita allow- 
ances liiiv(i been regularly drawn from 
the State Treasury, although, as the 
Snperintendent admits, these pupils are 
now kept as porvants. The resolution 
further recites that these allowances 
shall at once cease to be paid and the 
pupils named be returned at OOoe to 
their respective homes. 

In the House the confereilce report on 
the bill relatin<; to husband and wife was 
adopted and tlic amended bill was 
passed. The bill enlarges the property 
rights of married women by allowing 
them to hold corporate property separate 
and ai>ait iroin tlie Imsliand. The i)ro- 
vision to proliibit the intermarriage uf 
first cousins had already been stricken 
out 

It is very evident from recent devel- 
opments that the Masbn-Foard Company 

is very anxious for another lea?e of the 
convict labor. Three of the Sinking Tund 
Commissioners oatvoted Governor Brown 
and Secretary of State Ileadley one day 
this week and accei)ted a proposition 
from the company for the temporary 
lease of 100 to .'>00 convicts. Attorney 
General liendrick was to draw up the 
contract. This he did, and at a subse- 
quent meeting of the Board, it was pre- 
sented duly signed by the company. A 
special savH (Jovernor Brown earnestly 
insisted that the proposed contract was 
unlawfol in its provisions, and beeaueof 
the omission of all mandatory ^oire- 
ments of the law. He declared that the 
Oonti^ct, in any form, was ansolutely a 
violation of law,and, besides, proposed to 
■nrrender the State once more to the 
Mason-Foard Company. He read from 
the new penitentiMry Uw, approved May 
5, 1893, showing thiat the Board had no 
right whatever to make a contract pri- 
vately with any person or persons until 
it had duly advertised for bids and failed 
to efiect a contract with the highest bid- 
der. He declared that the contract 
omitted almost every requirement of the 
Uw. He cited the following omissions 
required by law : 

The law provides that a condition pre- 
cedent in every contract re'inires a stip- 
ulation of a specified price per head for 
the labor of the convicts per day. This 
was not settled by the contract. The 
contract did not provide for forfeiture of 
lease for nonpayment. It did not re- 
quire the contractors to conform to the 
rules and regulations of the prison. It 
adthoriied drivers and warehousemen to 
work outside the walls, in violation of 
the law and the Constitution. Governor 
Brown then cited the law requiring the 
members to take an oath before perform- 
ing any duties under the act. Thin, of 
course, developed the fact that the \m>- 
vious proceedings were illegal. The At- 
torney (ieneral moved that a Notary 
Tublic be summoned, which carried, and 
the board was duly sworn by Assistant 
Secretan^ot State Leigh. 

The Attorney General explained that 
he had never read this new law, as it 
had not been printed. He said, how- 
evi r, that even after what he had hoard 
of the new law as read by the Chairman, 
he still believed the boa n! could proceed 
to perfect the proposed contract, He 
contended that a price was fixed in the 



contract, ard that it was limited to June 
10- 

TKIurarer ttale explained- that the 
reading of the new law brought up the 
question again an to the authority of the 
board to make ;i contract, and suKfested 
that it migiit be proper to r^nildir. 

The Governor moved to rec w atasr Ihe 
previous actifni of the board in regard to 
this contract. Secretary Headley sec- 
onded this motion. Attorney General 
Hendrick called for the ayes and nays. 
Tiie motion was lost Ayes, Hendrick, 
Hale and Norman; nayi. Brown ^nd 
Headley. -The Attorney General then 
moved to adjourn and the session ended.

LotmviiitB. Magr W. — Less listlesa- 
neat chitactenzed the delegat«a at the 

opening of the National league Conven- 
tion than waa manifest the previous 
day, for the reason, possibly, that sus- 
pense as to the result of the Kentucky 
derby was over. Moreover, the con- 
vention had practically thrown away 
the first liouiH after the call to order, 
and waH aiixioiis to get throuKh. 
NevertlicloHn, though the delegates 
were alert and roaily for controversy, 
apparently, they were slow in xettiiig 
seated, and when President Clarkson 
came dowu the center isle the house 
was scarcely half filUd. 

Mr. John F. Burke, president of the 
College league, moved and secured the 
adojitiou of the rules of the Fifty-first 
congress, in so far as they shall apply 
to the rules of the convention. 

Without a moment's argument the 
report of the location committee, giv- 
ingthe convention of 1804 to the city 
of Denver was adopted. 

Messrs. Piatt of Louisiana and Jones 
of Denver,*both colored, offered resolu- 
tions in agitation of redress for White 
Capping and mob rule against negroes, 
especially in the south, and made vehe- 
ment speeches in support thereof; but 
after some confusion and dispute a res- 
olution was adopted that these and all 
other resolutions go to the committee 
without debate. 

Mr. Shane of Nev^ York tried to get a 
special c<maid«ration for a resolution 
condemning the action of the Union 
League club of New York in refusing 
to admit young Seligman becaOM of ln>i 
Hebrew Mood, bat that went the way 
of the others. 

Th* convention approved the report 
of the special committee, naming Den- 
ver as a place for the next meeting and 
designated the date as the second 
Wedaesday in May. The report of the 
cominittee on platform was presented 
bjr Delegate Seagrick of Rhode Island. 

The committee on resolutions made a 
lengthy report. After "pointing with 
pride" to the passage of the law pro- 
viding for the safety of life and limb of 
railroad employes, a system of arbitra- 
tion, to adjust the diiierencee between 
camtal and labor, was recomipended. 

The emplopment of pilTAte armed 
forces represented by tne Pinkertons 
and like detective agencies, was de- 
nounced. 

The snppression of all gambling, 
"whether in food prodncts or oy means 
of lottery tickets,' was demanded. 

The foreign policy of H^ison and 
Blaine was indorsed and a constitution- 
al amendment making a president inel- 
igible to a second BUccessiTe tetm was 
recommended; also to the favorable 
consideration of the Republican dubs 
of the United States as a matter of edu- 
cation the question of granting to the 
women of the state ana nation the right 
to vote at elections on the same terms 
and conditions as male citisens was 
recommended. 

The first ballot for president of the 
Republican league resulted as follows: 
M. H. DeYoang, California, 400; W. 
M. Tracey, Illinois, 902; General W. H. 
Hastings, Pennsylvania, 418. Tracey's 
election was uoade unanimgus. 

All the resolutions, except those re- 
lating to the presidency, gambling and 
woman suffrage, were adopted by accln' 
mation. The othen were adopted by a 
majority vote. 

Then the platform was adopted as a 
whole and tne roll was called for mem- 
ben of the national committee. 

Thanks were voted to retiring Presi- 
dent Clarkeon and Secretary Humph- 
reys. 

A letter from General Master Work- 
man . Powderly of the Knights of La- 
bor was referred, without reading, to 
the incoming committee. 

John P. Dollivar of Iowa made a 
parting address, and at 6 p. m. the con- 
vention adjourned sine die.
